A Michigan Prison on Contractor Murdered 
dy a Prisoner,

This department is to be under the con- 
trol ot the Secretary of War and to have 
as its chief an officer of the rank of 
brigadier-general, who shall have a 
suitable staff, the chief and staff to be 
officers of the regular army. 

Mr. Pope believes that a department 
of this kind would be ot great assistance 
in aiding the organization, equipment, 
drill, effectiveness and value of the mi- 
litia. Under the direction of such a 
department the National Militia would 
become à homogeneous body of soldiers 
of far greater value than is possible 
under the diversified systems now in 
use throughout the Union. -The State 
organization and State command would 
be the same as at present, the Governor 
of each State being the commander-in- 
chief of the militia and having the right 
to appoint his own staff. The change 
would be principally in securing to the 
State greater advantages of uniformity 
of organization, equipment and drill, 
and a body of highly educated officers 
whose entire business would be to ad- 
vise and instruct the militia. Another 
advantage would be that this would 
probably lead to the augmentation of 
the present appropriation for the mi- 
litia.

Now that the city tax rate for the fiscal 
year of 1892-93 is fixéd at $1.13 on each 
$100 of the assessed valuafion, as opposed 
to $1.10, the rate fixed last fall, the follow. 
ing synopsis of City Clerk Dyer’s financial 
statement showing a comparison of the 
running expenses cof the city during the 
past four fiscal years, will doubtless be in- 
teresting to a majority of the taxpayers: 
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The figures are interestiug in more ways 
than one, and as printed above the taxpay- 
ers can see at a glance the relative cost of 
running the city in each of the several de- 
partments during, the 2 four years. It 
that the city has 
ceed largely since 1888, and that the cit- 
ns now enjoy many comforts and advan- 
stages that are truly metropolitan and in 
keeping with the progress of the age. 
‘This accounts for the increase in the cost 
‘of running some of the departments, as, 
foc instance, the fire department, which in 
1888 was little more than a mockery and a 
sham, with scarcely one of the conven- 
lences of the well-equipped department of 
today. As for an electric alarm system, 
that was an undreamed-of luxu 
vers ago. In the street sprinkling depart- 
ment the figures aie higher by about 
1500 than they were in 1888. This is 
easily accounted for by, the increased 
amount of territory covered and additional 
wagons in operation. In the street light- 
ing department there js a gradual increase 
in cost from year to year, but as the town 
spread out additional lamps were of course 
necessary, in which fact is found the ex- 
planation. 
lt is a remarkable fact and one that re- 
fiects great credit on the economic admin- 
istration of the Councilmen who have held 
office during the pasttwo years and who 
were elected by the friends of the People’s 
ty, that in almost every department of 
he city government the expenses have 
been materially reduced, so that it costs no 
more to run the city today in the most ap- 
proved fashion with practically all the ad- 
vantages and improvements of a metrop- 
olis than it did three years ago, when the 
pulation was considerably less. In fact 
t is estimated—and the tax rate was based 
on the figures—that the expenses for the 
ensuing year will be less than $55,000, or 
about $5000 less than the closing fiscal 
year. In other words the expenses for 
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1892-3 will not exceed by over $10,000 
me expenses for 1888-9, and this notwith- 


standing the fact that the municipal bond 
ccount has increased from $1600 to over.

rious insect pests, and demanding that all 
nursery stock shall be dipped or fumigated 
upon removal from the nursery, has met 
with a storm of indignation from the nur- 
serymen from this county, who declare that 
there stock is free from pests. Immedi- 
ately uponthe passage of the resolution at 
Los Angeles a call was issued to the nurse- 
rymen of this county to meet at San Ber- 
nardino on Saturday, the 13tninst. There 
were twenty-five nurserymen who as*em- 
bled in the Republican club rooms in 
response to this call, representing 
most of the nurse business of the 
county. H. O. alte of Riverside 
was made chairman of the meeting, 
and J.S Edwards, Secretary. After organ- 
izing the subject for which the meeting 
was called was taken up and a vigorous 
discussion ensued, resulting in the framing 
of the following resolution: 

Resolved that this convention objects to 
the passage of any ordinance by any power 
which has for its aim the disinfection of 
nursery trees and plants raised in this 
county, before it is first shown that such 
trees and plants are infested with insect 
pests.“

Baker, chairman of the County Central 
Committee, and Rev. E. R. Brainerd of 
Crafton was made temporary chairman 
and F. D. French of Riverside, temporary 
secretary. The appointment of commit- 
tees followed. The Committee on Creden. 
tials consisted of J. S. Edwards, Redlands; 
J. C. Woodard, Alessandro; W. A. Borlen, 
San Bernardino, On Permanent Organiza- 
tion, Rules and Order of Business, John 
Jarvis, Riverside; M. H. Mills, Rialto; H. 
W. Best, Beaumont. Platform and Resolu- 
tions, E. F. Howe, Redlands; W. T. Noyes, 
Highland; Rev. J. B. Green, Ontario; 
Dr. Suddath, Colton; A. D. Burton, San 
Bernardino; A. M. Williams and Rey. W. A. 
Wright of Riverside addressed the conven- 
tion upon the general question of prohibi- 
tion, after which an adjournment was 
taken for lunch and to give the committee 
time to frame their reports.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


The Preliminary Examination of 
Torres Commenced.

The Prisoner’s Friends are Trying to 
Shield Him as far as Possible. 


‘They Refuse to Give any Testimony 
Unfavorable to Him. 


Regular Meeting of the City Trastees— 
The Ninth Regiment to Go into 
Camp at Long Beach Today— 
Budget from Anaheim, 


SANTA ANA, 

Long before the hour of calling the 
courtroom spectators to order yesterday 
morning the lobby was filled to orerfiow- 
ing with men eager to get a look at the 
prisoner, Francisco Torres. The crowd 
even extending down the steps onto the 
street where knots of men could be seen 
standing here and there, and almost every- 
where discussing the situation for the mur- 
derer. When the time finally did arrive 
and everything made ready for the trial to 
begin, the judge announced that by request 
of the defendant's attorney, the lobby 
should be cleared of all spectators. This 
being done after some hesitation, the 
prisoner took his seat.at the side of his 
attorney, L. A. Mendelson, and the trial be- 
Fan at 10:35 o'clock. 

John Hare, a workman on the Modjeska 
ranch, was the first witness for the State 
called, His testimony was unimportant 
and he was soon excused. 


Rafael Monterola, at whose house Torres 
boarded, was next called. He said he lived 
in Santiago Canon, north corner El Toro 
ranch, a mile, more or less, from 
Modjeska’s ranch, east, close to the hill; 
that he knew Torres;saw him July 31 
(Sunday morning, the day McKelvey was 
murdered,) in the morning about 5:30 or 6 
o’clock; that on Saturday night Torres 
paid him his week's board bill, $3; that 
that was all the money he saw him have 
and that he took it trom his pocket loose, 
at the same time saying he would not eat 
any wore with me, as he was out of work 
and was going to leave; saw him eat break- 
fast next morning, but did not see him any 
more after that. ; 

Mrs. Refugio Sorrano, the cook at Mon- 
terola, was next called, but her testimony 
was vague and uncertain. She evidently 
knew more than she manifested a willing- 
ness to tell. 

Antonia Garcia, the Mexican who slept 
with Torces and worked with him for sev- 
eral weeks before the murder of Capt. Mc- 
Kelvey, next took the witness-stand and 
the things this fellow didn’t remember and 
didn’t know would have filled a good-sized 
book. Strange as it may seem, this fellow 
under oath testified that he only knew 
Torres by sight; that he dia not remember 
when he came to board with Monterola, 
whether it was one day, one week, one 
month or several months before thæ murder 
of McKelvey. He said he did not know 
McKelvey; that he did not know anything. 
He afterward testified that McKelvey _ 
himi his week’s -wages on Saturday, the 
day before the murder. He said he 
occupied a room with Torres in Bozenta's 
house, near Monterola’s; slept with him 
for several weeks but did not have conver- 
sation with him; that Torres came down 
with him from Modjeska's ranch the night 
before the murder but he did not hear Tor- 
res say anything on the way down (a dis- 
tance of two or three miles) not one word; 
did not hear him say anything at supper 
table; never heard 

and never said anything to Torres; never 
said anything to old man Nebulus, or t 
Monterola; never had conversation with 
anybody. He claimed to have not seen 
Torres after the Saturday evening previous 
to the murder, but almost in the next 
breath admitted having left Torres 
wrapped up in his blankets when he left 
the room Sunday morning when he went to 
breakfast. He claimed hé ate breaktast, 
but could not sa 
or. it was yet dark; left Torres in bed; 
never saw him with any money; never saw 
him with any cigarettes. (Torres is an in- 
cessant cigarette smoker.) 

And thus the examination continued, 
showing that Garcia would give no evi- 
dence that would tend to convict Torres of 
the crime of murder. If a legal oath has 
no restraint upon the lying propensities of 
tricky and dishonest witnesses it seems to 
be folly to take the time or go to the ex- 
pense of having them brought to the city 
to give their testimony. An impromptu 
lecture from the judge sitting in the case, 
dealing rather roughly with witnesses who 
-so openly and notoriously violate their 
oath on the witness stand, would probabl y 
be the means of stopping the total disre- 
gard the present witnesses seem to have for 
their oath. 

The court adjourned until 2 p.m., and 
the prisoner was taken tothe jail and re- 
turned at the hour set for the trial to re- 
sume. 

Promptly at the hour specified the exam. 
ination of witnesses was begun. Monte- 
rola, Antonia, Daniel and others were re- 
called, but soon dismissed again. 

Manuel Rios, a young Mexican who talked 


landed in the Santa Ana jail, testified that 
Torres told him that McKelvey hit him over 
the head first, then on the arm; that he 
took a stick away from him; showed witness 
on left arm where McKelvey struck him, 
but witness saw no scar. Witness did not 


get to interrogate him further before he 
was interrupted. 


Kelvey and Torres standing in the corral 
only a few feet from her window and heard 
them quarreling on Sunday morning, testi- 
fied that McKelvey was milking a cow when 
Torres said to him: Pay me my money! 
McKelvey answered: I won't do it! I 
won't pay you:“ Torres repeated: Pay 
me! Pay me!“ McKelvey answered: I 
won't.” Then Iwent back to bed, and 
after 1 laid down I heard them passing my 
window. I did not know what they said as 
I could not understand good English. Soon 
after they passed my window I heard three 
blows struck inthe direction of the barn. 
Then I ran out and cried: What happened’? 
What happened?” I ran to the barn or 
shed and saw McKelvey lying there kick- 
ing. Did not see Torres. Went back to my 
room and told Jesus, my husband, McKel- 
vey was killed. When I went backto my 
room I heard McKelvey groaning or moan- 
ing. Jesus went off to tell the neighbors 
what had happened. : 

After the examination of Jesus Lugo. the 
evidence proving substantially the same as 
his wife, court adjourned until 9 o'clock 
this morning.

There 
is apparently an unlimited quantity of the 
ore and the owners expect to realize a neat 
income from the product of the miil.
